POTATO CROP. 


By Mr.. J. W. Rscknor, Jr. 
For an early crop of potatoes one 
should begin at once to prepare the 
ground where they are to be planted 
it will be in the best condition 
to receive the crop at th e regular 
planting 
time. The period between 
february 
15th and March 
15th be­ 
rn? tho 
most acceptable 
time for 
planting. 
Of course the * date of 
planting will vary with the seasons 
and tho earliness of the crop desired. 
“ potatoes are to be planted at all 
the land should be prepared now 
an(i some thought should be given 
to the location of the ground whether 
>t drains well or not because land 
that drains well will warm up earlier 
'n tho spring thus giving an earlier 
crop. 
The soil should he preferably 
j^ndy loam that is 
very rich 
in 
^fus, although many kinds of soil 
Wl-i produce a good crop of Irish 
Potatoes if planted and treated cor­ 
rectly. 
Texas produces very 
few 
Potatoes compared to her Northern 
sister states but if more care and at* 
Mention were given to the production 
Potatoes we would soon rival the 
Northern states because of a better 
climate and the fact that we can 
two crops in the same year. 
The most of our failures in potato 
Production are due to the way the 
is prepared or the amount of 


seed used in planting. 
The latter 
is especially true when seed must 
be bought at high prices in the spring. 
The price is so high that economy 
is sometimes practiced to such an 
extent that the crop is not profit­ 
able. 
C ommercial 
potato 
growers 
use at least eitrht or nine bushels of 
seed potatoes to the acre in planting 
and sometimes more. 
Where this is 
practiced the price of seed is not 
nearly so high as in our own state, 
but if we used more seed to tho 
acre in planting our crop it would 
he decidedly more profitable especial­ 
ly during a favorable season. 
I 
Seed peatoes should he properly 
cut if th* hest results are to be ob­ 
tained. 
Sometimes they are cut and 
•allowed to dry out and almost ruin 
| before planting, and again the seed 
pieces u n cut so small and thin they 
! do not have enough plant, food to 
last th e n until they can germinate 
I If the seed pieces are to be cut and 
stored before planting they should 
I he spread out on a board away from 
(the sun and dried slowly. 
If stored 
i away without drying they go through 
la heat t h a t lowers the germinating 
I pow or t< a certain extent and causes 
I some o f them to rot or mould. 
The 
I seed should! not be exposed to the 
I sun and air any longer than possible 
| before planting. 
In some places the 
seed potatoes arc cut months in ad­ 
vance but they are stored in a cool 
j dry place and sprinkled with lime 
(or flowers of sulphur to prevent them 
(going through any possible heat, 
lf 
| the 
potato* - 
are 
cut 
during 
the 
winter when the work is not heavy 
about the place much time will be 
• saved at planting time, but the po­ 
tatoes should be kept from freezing. 
In *rtating potatoes for fungus 
[diseases it is best to apply the trea t­ 
ment before the potatoes are cut. 
Cirrosive sublimate or bichloride of 
mercury is the most commonly used 
disinfectant it being very « ffectiv.- 
against th* black scurf infection on 
the tub* rs to be treated. 
The cor­ 
rosive sublimate dissolves very slow­ 
ly in cold water but will dissolve 
immediately in hot water so it is 
best to mix four ounces in two or 
three gallons of hot water and dilute 
w’ith cold water to the proportion 
of thirty gallons of water to each 
four ounce* of corrosive sublimate. 
This is a deadly poison when taken 
internally and all precautions should 
be used to keep persons or animals 
from drinking it. 
When the potatoes are ready for 
treatment place them in a burlap 
hag and dip them up and down in 
the solution. 
Spread them out to dry 
as soon as they are removed from 
the solution. 
Some tubers require 
a longer period to complete the pro­ 
cess 
of 
disinfection 
than 
others. 
Poorly 
germinated 
seed 
or 
those 
showing very little symptoms of the 
disease should he left in the solu­ 
tion for more than three-quarters of 
an hour, while those badly infected 
may remain in it an hour and a 
half to two hours without fear of 
injury, 
lf disinfecting the potatoes 
be sure they are placed in containers 
that are disinfected also after the 
process is completed. 
As before stated, because economy 
must be practiced the seed pieces 
are cut so small that the production 
of the crop is limited. 
The potatoes 
should 
b< 
cut 
into 
large 
blocky 
pi ce* that are thick rather than in 
thin wedge shaped pieces as is com­ 
monly done. 
If a good seed bed 
is prepared it is permissible to cut 
the pieces to one eve each but or­ 
dinarily the sc*ed beef is not too well 
prepared, and if cut to one eye each 
the 
conditions 
are 
not 
favorable 
enough to cause all of them to germ­ 
inate hr nee we have a poor stand ms 
the result. 
There should be two or 
more eyes to each piece and it should 
be thick so as to give the young plant 
a chance to grow strong before it 
begin* taking up plant food from the 
soil. 
It is always best to cut t h e . 
seed by hand as it can be more ac­ 
curately done and as a result we 
will get a better yield. 
There are 
many potato cutters on the market 


(but none of them are as good as 
the work done by hand. 
When cut 
with a machine many of the pieces 
do not have eyes thus resulting in a 
poor stand. 
j 
One of the most prevalent mis­ 
takes on farms where potatoes are 
grown is not preparing the land in 
: time. 
It should he broken sufficient­ 
ly long enough before planting time 
to allow a partial decomposition of 
vegetable m atter and should be plow­ 
ed deep 
\\ herever the surface soil 
will permit the land should he broken 
to a depth of eight or ten inches. 
Of course the surface soil will de 
ti rminc how'' deep to plow as one 
should not turn up more than an ; 
| inch of sub-soil at any one time. 
About eight or ten days before : 
planting time a furrow should 
he 
opened up with a turn plow and th * j 
fertilizer put out with a machine or j 
by hand. 
It should be thoroughly I 
mixed with the soil, 
A second ap-! 
[plication should he made just priori 
to dropping the seed. 
The idea in : 
putting out some of the fertilizer: 
before planting is that during the j 
time 
between 
putting it out 
and 
planting the crop some of the plant j 
food 
will 
have 
become 
diffused 
through the soil and is there r< ady . 
; for the young plant as soon as it 1 
i needs it. 
The kind of commercial 


I fertilizer to b< 
used 
will 
depend 
largely on the soil. 
Where barnyard j 
manure is used it should be broad­ 
cast at the rate of ten or twelve tons I 
rn r a m ' before l>r» aking tho land 
However, the barnyard manure alone j 
is not a well ba!anced plant food so i 
it is well to use a commercial fertili­ 
zer in connection with it. 
The seed should be dropped ten to . 
fourteen inches apart and the work 
should he done by hand. 
A turn ' 
plow is good to c o \ cr them with and 
after they begin to come up they may 1 
he gone over with a plank drag or 
section harrow’. 
The larger the size j 
of the seed potato the greater the j 
distance should be between the hills. 
Keep the surface soil loose and ! 
destroy all germinating weed seeds J 
as fast a s they appear. 
A section ! 
harrow with the teeth turned slightly 
backward w ill be found an excellent J 
tool for this purpose. 
A fter the 
plants are well up so the row can he 
outlined the potatoes should be given 
their first cultivation with a two 
horse cultivator. 
They 
should 
be 
plowed often, plowing more shallow 
and farther from the plants each 
time until cultivation will do more 
harm than good. 
The potato beetle is one of our 
most common enemies to the potato 
crop and of late yea.s have become 
so destructive in some sections that 
farmers not knowing how’ to control 
them have become discouraged and 
quit trying to grow 
potatoes. 
If 
spraying is done in time there will 
be little to fear from these pests. 
Where a large acreage is to be spray­ 
ed it is best to use a barrel spray 
that is on a two wheel cart drawn by 
a horse. 
Where only a small plot 
is in potatoes a small hand spray can 
be successfully used. 
Arsenate of 
lead and arsenate of zinc are prefer­ 
red to Paris Green because there is 
less danger of burning the foliage 
where either of them are used than 
with the Paris Green. 
Where Paris 
Green is used a small quantity of 
lime should be mixed with it to pre­ 
vent burning the foliage. 
Potato 
blight is easily controlled by spray­ 
ing with Bordeaux mixture. 
Plants 
sprayed with this mixture are not 
annoyed so readily by the flea beeUe,
